About the Remedial Measures 
Program 


For offences that take place on or after 
September 30, 1998, the Highway Traffic Act 
requires convicted impaired drivers to 
successfully complete Back on_ Track, 
Ontario’s Remedial Measures Program, 
before their licences can be reinstated. 
Participants must pay a fee of $475 (plus 
GST) to cover the costs of the program. 


If you are convicted of a drinking and dri- 
ving offence, you will receive a suspension 
notice from the Ministry of Transportation 
of Ontario (MTO). The notice includes your 
remedial requirement and the length of your 
licence suspension. 


You should register for Back on Track as 
soon as possible after you receive your 
suspension notice. This will help you avoid 
delays in having your licence reinstated. 
If you are required to complete all the 
program components, starting with = an 
assessment, it can take more than 10 months 
to complete the program. 


Back on Track: Program Components 


Assessment 

The assessment takes about one hour. Based 
on the results, you will be referred 
to either the education or the treatment 
program. 


Education Program... 

The educatton program hetps you learn about: 
-how:4lcohol and other drugs affect dri- 
ving performance and safety 

-the legal and personal consequences of an 
impaired driving conviction 

-ways to avoid drinking and driving. 


The program is eight hours in length. It 
is sometimes offered as a one-day work- 
shop, sometimes as several shorter ses- 
sions over a number of weeks. It includes 
presentations, exercises, discussions and 
group work. 


Treatment Program 

The treatment program helps you to: 

‘learn about, and take responsibility for, 
alcohol and drug use and its consequences 
‘commit to reducing or stopping problem use 
of alcohol and drugs 

‘plan to avoid relapses and make healthier 
choices 

‘avoid drinking and driving. 


The program is 16 hours in Jength. It is usu- 
ally scheduled as several sessions over a 
number of weeks. It includes discussions, 
exercises, group work and personal planning. 


Follow-up Interview 

If you have received an assessment you must 
complete a follow-up interview six months 
after finishing your education or treatment 
program. The follow-up interview takes about 
30 minutes. It is your responsibility to 
arrange for your follow-up interview, which 
can be done in person or by telephone. The 
follow-up interview: 

-assesses your success in meeting your goals 
‘reinforces the strategies for avoiding 
drinking and driving developed during the 
program. 


Back on Track: Program Requirements 


To pass the program, you must meet the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

‘don’t use alcohol or drugs not prescribed 
by your doctor on any day you participate 
in the program 

‘attend all sessions as scheduled and arrive 
on time 

‘participate in program activities 

‘treat others with respect. 


If you fail the course or any component, you 
will have to register and pay the program 
fee again. This could result in a delay of 
eight months or more in reinstating your 
driver’s licence. 


Some Questions and Answers about 
Back on Track: 


Q: How do I register? 

A: Call 1-888-814-5831. 

‘You -may leave a message with your name 
and address, and a package will be mailed 
to you. 

‘You may ask to have a package faxed to 
you. You may use the fax-back service by 
following the prompts. 

‘You_may speak to a staff person, or leave 
a message for a staff person to call you 
back. 

“You may print the registration package 
from the our Web site at www.remedial.net 


Payment may be made by credit card, certi- 
fied cheque or money order. You may return 
your registration information by fax (cred- 
it card payment only) or regular mail. 


Q: When should I register? 

A: Register early in your suspension peri- 
od. It can take more than 10 months to 
complete all components needed to meet 
your requirement. 


You should allow between 30 and 90 days to 
schedule each program component. As well, 
the follow-up interview can only be com- 
pleted six months after your education or 
treatment component. 


Q: What happens if I am convicted of 
impaired driving but do not attend the 
Back on Track program? 

A: At the end of your licence suspension 
period, your licence will be further sus- 
pended. 


Q: What do I have to do to pass the pro- 
gram? 

A: You must meet the program requirements. 
You must also initiate the follow-up 
interview six months after you complete 
the education or treatment program.
